amiss to mention the Johnstown 
Branch, where almost every deaf per- 
son in the place is a member, not only 
0/ the fi ranch itself, but of the > 

•'11. (Italics are ours.) The 
Philadelphia Branch maintains a 
large membership, as does the Pitts- 
burgh Branch. The Carlisle, Allen- 
town, York, and Lebanon Branches 
have been continued to their credit, 
and the Ivrie Branch has been en 
couraged to renew its organization. 
The Scranton Branch has lately been 
organized Effort* have been made 
to establish new branches wherever 
they can do good." 

Since that year the Carlisle, Allen- 
town, York, Lebanon. Williamsport, 
Beaver Valley, and Erie Branches 
have gone out of existence The 
Delaware County, Lancaster County, 
Berks County, and Northumberland 
County Branches have been organiz- 
ed. 

It is recommended that the So- 
ciety take the necessary Steps to- 
wards establishing or re-organizing 
more Branches, in, for instance, York, 
Lehigh, Lebanon, Illair, Lycoming, 
Luzerene, F.rie, Heaver, and other 
counties. If Branches could be or- 
ganized in these counties, and it is 
not at all impossible, the member- 
ship of the Society could be increas- 
ed to 500 or more, and thus add 
greatly to not only the moral sup- 
port of the Society but to the finan- 
cial help for the Home as well. 

Much time and consideration has 
given to the discussion of the 
best way to secure support and a 
sufficient and regular revenue for 
1 be Home To this end, ami in 
order to carry out a resolution pass- 
ed by the .Society at its meeting in 
Pittsburgh last summer, the Boa id 
appointed a special committee, cotn- 
of Rev, P. C. Smielau, Dr. A 
Crouter, and J. A. Mcllvaine, 
Jr., to petition the Legislature for 
county aid similar to the Ohio plan. 
The chairman of the special commit- 
tee, Rev. K. C. Smielau, reported to 
the Board as follows : 

" As chairman of the Committee 
to Petition the Legislature for 
County Aid similar to the Ohio 
Plan, I beg leave to report that some 
progress has been made. We feel 
this is a subject requiring careful 
consideration before any decisive ac- 
tion can be taken. The Legislature 
will not meet for two years, and I 
would suggest that the Committee 
be continued with authority to take 
any action that may be for the best 
interests of the Home and the So- 
ciety." 

Also, to carry out another resolu- 
tion passed at the Pittsburgh Con- 
vention, last summer, the Board ap- 
pointed the following Special Com- 
mittee on Endowment Life Insur- 
ance: Rev. C. i) Dantzer, Chair 
man ; Jas. S. Reider, and J. A. Mc- 
llvaine, Jr. The following interest- 
ing report has been received from 
the Chairman i 

" As chairman of the Committee 
on Kndowment Insurance, I began 
to report that I have had some cor- 
respondence with Mr. Albert Berg, 
of Indianapolis, Ind., a Special 
Agent of the New England Mutual 
Life Instn npany, and I have 

also looked into the cost of insurance 
in some of the other c om pan ie s, 

The New England Company sub- 
mits the following endowment 
policies for a man twenty-one 
of ag. 

" Ten year endowment policy — 
first payment, $ 100.00, after that. 
year, there is a dividend which 
lessens the cost, thus : second 
dividend $ <> 80, net cost, $■.- 
and so on until the tenth year, when 
the net cost would be $84.40, with, 
however, a tenth dividend of 
$17.15 — making the total cost for the 
years, $889.50.

dowment policies lor ten, fifteen, snd 
twenty-five years.

for a man at thirty five years the 
Provident 'a terms are much lower — 
perhaps the lowest to be found- - 
$49 70, but I think, with Mr. Berg's 
donation of his commission at twenty 
per cent, on the first premium, and 
the large dividends annually granted 
by the New Kngland Company the 
cost of that Company is^ compara- 
tively low.

Rev. F. C. .Smielau, of Allentown, 
was appointed to fill the vacancy in 
the Hoard of Trustees of the Home 
1 by the resignation of Dr. 
Davidson, for the unexpired term 
ending May just, 101 

In accordance with the expressed 
wish of the Society, the Board 
authorized the Treasurer to contri- 
bute $10 00 towards the John Brown 
Memorial bund, of which Mr. Q. 
M. Teegarden is the Treasurer. 

The By-Laws of the Society have 
been amended so that the fiscal year 
of both the Board of Managers and 
the Board of Trustees of the Home, 
and Local Branches, begins on the 
lirst day of May of each year, and 
ends on the thirtieth day of April, 
in accordance with the resolutions 
pasted at the Pittsburg Convention. 

Last summer the Society p as s e d a 

resolution to the effect that a special 
committee of five, from different 
sections of the State, should be ap- 
pointed to raise a .Special Fund to 
Commemorate the Thirty-fifth An- 
niversary of the Society in 1916. 
B John A. Roach, of Phjladd 
phia ; Rev. h\ C. Smielau, of Allen- 
town ; John M. Rolshouse, of Pitts 
burg ; Charles I,. Clark, of Scranton ; 
John T. McDonough, of Reading, 
constitute the said committee. 

The Philadelphia Local Branch is 
the only branch that held a I 
for the ben lit of the Home on the 
1 1 th and 12th day of December, 10 14, 
in response to the request of the 
Board of Managers that the various 
Local Branches hold bazaars on the 
same day — December 12th. The 
said bazaar yielded over three hun- 
dred dollars to the funds of the 
1 lome. 

At its stated meeting held last 
April, the Board unanimously ie 
elected Messrs. John Hart, Hugh B. 
Eastburn, and Edwin S. Thompson, 
as members of the Board of Trustees 
of the Home for the ensuing term of 
three years. 

We cannot speak too highly of 
the Board of Trustees' valuable ser- 
vices and untiling efforts to n 
the life at the Home as homelike 
and comfortable as possible. We

ANNUAL RKPORT OF THR BOARD 
OF TRUSTERS OF THR HOME 

Ladies and Gentlemen : — The 
stated occasion for the presentation 
of the annual report of the trust re- 
posed in us has arrived apace. Parti- 
cularly so, since the fiscal year now 
closes 011 the thirteenth of April in- 
stead of the last of May. This 
change we deemed expedient in order 
to conform with the fiscal year of 
your Society. Consequently in the 
persual of this and the several sub- 
joined reports, it should be borne in 
mind that they cover a period of 
eleven months only. 

There have been no new depar- 
tures in the conduct of the affairs of 
the Home, nor have any changes 
taken place in the personnel of the 
management, with a single excep- 
tion, which was occasioned by the 
resignation from our Board, in Sep- 
tember, of Dr. S. O. Davidson, on 
account of his removal from Penn- 
sylvania to New Hampshire. As 
bis successor, the Board of Managers 
of the Society appointed Rev. Frank- 
lin C. Smileau, of Allentown, Pa., 
and to take his place as Treasurer 
of the Home, the Trustees selected 
Mi. Edwin Stanley Thompson, one 
of their number. 

Dr. Davidson became a member of 
the Board of Trustees in 1905, serv- 
ing continuously and most efficiently 
as Treasurer during the entire period 
of his membership. Aside from 
filling this responsible office, he was 
ever active in advancing the interests 
of the Home and gave geuerously of 
his means towards its support. His 
valued assistance, wise counsel, and 
presence on the Board are greatly 
missed. - 

On account of the increased pro 
portions of the P'ndowuient Fund, It 
was, in September, deemed advis- 
able to enlarge the amount of the 
Treasurer's bond. It has accord- 
ingly been advanced from three 
thousand to live thousand dollars, 
which for the present is quite ample 
security. 

The urgent appeals for relief for 
the distressed victims of the Europe- 
an war, as well as for the vast num- 
bers of unemployed here at home 
during the past winter, have ap- 
preciably affected the amount of 
contributions for the support of the 
Home. The balance on hand in the 
Maintenance Fund has on several 
ous, during the past year, been 
so low as to cause the Board grave 
concern. But fortunately we have 
been able to meet all demands made 
upon the treasury, and are profound- 
ly thankful to have been spared the 
embarrassment of an actual deficit. 
This is in great measure due to the 
strict economy and careful oversight 
exercised by the superintendent and 
matron, Mr. and Mrs. Vandegrift, 
rcs[>ectively, of whose management 
in t ' pect we cannot speak too 

highly. Furthermore, we should 
have been put to sore straits, indeed, 
to make ends meet, had it not been 
for the usual generous contribution 
of the Ladies' Committee of the 
Pennsylvania Institution for the 
Deaf who provide for the support 
of three nienilxTS of the Home 
family, and fot substantial assistance 
ived from several individuals 
who are regular and consistent 
givci

The number of beneficiaries in the 
Home at the beginning of the year 



was nineteen, and at present, is 
seventeen, thirteen women and four 
men. There have been no admissions 
during the year, for the simple reason 
that there are no funds availiable for 
the support of one additional. In 
June one was removed by relatives 
able to care for her, and in July one 
by death — Katherine Yingling, aged 
eighty-four, admitted from Phila- 
delphia County in 1914. For almost 
five years she had been unable to 
leave her room on account of chronic 
rheumatism, and this with general 
debility brought about her death. 
She was buried in the Home plot in 
the Doylestown cemetery, Rev. C. 
O. Dantzer officiating. 

We ask that particular attention 
be given the report of the Treasurer. 
Besides presenting as usual the 
amount of receipts and disburse- 
ments, it reveals the Home's very 
uncertain source of income, receiving 
as it does no State aid whatever, and 
it shows the most exacting care that 
has been taken in making purchase 
of supplies ; also, it will be noted 
that the Endowment Fund upon 
which we must rely for an unfailing 
source of income has received the 
scant accession of only $73 .75 in 
donations and not a single bequest or 
legacy. 

Expenditures for the year, includ- 
ing extraordinary outlays, amounted 
to $2,617.95 ; receipts from all 
scources, $2,813.41 ; balance on 
hand, May I, 1915, in the Main- 
tenance Fund $1,373.89 ; and the 
Endowment Fuud now aggregates 
$7,150.17. 

The per capita cost, based on or 
dinary expenses, as theretofore, is 
$138.96. It differs little from that 
of last year, which was $141. 51. 

Repairs and improvements about 
the premises have entailed the small- 
est expense for years. With the 
exception of the wire fence along 
the rear of the property, the house 
and surroundings are in excellent 
condition. Plans are now under 
way for the reconstruction of the 
fence, which will involve a very 
small outlay. 

The " Mt. Airy Room,'' maintain- 
ed by the pupils of the Sunday- 
school of the Advanced Department, 
Pennsylvania Insitution for the Deaf, 
has beeu furnished with a handsome 
Whitall rug, two enamelled beds, 
chiffonier, wash-stand, toilet set, 
chairs, curtaius, and au ample supply 
of bed linen and towels. A new 
wardrobe closet was erected, and, to 
provide convenient placing of the 
beds, the radiator was relocated. 
The entire expense has beeu defray- 
ed from the fund raised by these 
young people, to which fund during 
the past year they have added fifty- 
five dollars. 

The Board of Trustees have re- 
ceived formal notification from the 
executor that the will of Mr. John F\ 
Atcheson, of Pittsburgh, Pa., was 
probated on the 15th of April, and 
that it contains the following pro 
vision with respect to the Hot 

" The sum of fifty thousand dol- 
lars ($50,000) shall be retained in 
trust by said Trustee, in either cash 
or secufities, to be known as ' Mary 
C. Atcheson Endowment Fund,' 
shall be invested and reinvested aud 
the income therefrom shall be col- 
lected by the Trustees and the net 
ineome therefrom shall be paid 
annually to the Home for Aged and 
Infirm Deaf-Miu tuate at 

Doylestown, Bucks County, Penn 
sylvania." 

It is provided, however, that the 
Home shall receive no part of the 
income from this trust fuud until 
after the death of the two surviving 
brothers of the testator, one of 
whom, Mr. Joseph W. Atcheson, is 
deaf, and was graduated from the 
Pennsylvania Institution in the se- 
venties. 

This rare good fortune is cause for 
deep appreciation and much rejoic- 
ing by the frieuds of the Home who 
have so long labored indefatigablv 
for its establishment and support. 
Those who have shown a tench 
to be " weary iu well doing" should 
find in the munificent gift a great 
measure of encouragement t 
their efforts in behalf of this worthy 
cause, especially at this time when 
funds are much needed for mainten- 
ance. Furthermore, it must be 
Ixirne in mind that it may be a con- 
siderable number of yc ve the 
Home will be entitled to enjoy the 
benefits of th< then 
the income will be insufficient to 
the demands upon this most 
worthy charity, aud to enlarge the 



scope of its usefulness. Any 1 1 
tiou of effort in sustaining it as fully 
as it has been in the past would be a 
misfortune. 

In concluding this brief account 
of our stewardship, we wish to 
that we are deeply sensible of the 
assistance and co dperaliou re 
trom the members of your Society 
and from many other friends of the 
Home. However small their mea- 
sure of service or contribution, we 
extend to each and everyone our 
sincere thanks. We are of the 
belief that, precarious as the state 
of the Home's financial support has 
beeu at times, they with the aid of 
kind Providence will never permit 
the day to come when the unfortun- 
ates whom it shelters will be denied 
the simple comforts and happiness 
which are now theirs.

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The "Special" meeting of the 
National Association of the Deaf is 
over, and a full chronicle of the pro- 
ceedings has been printed in the 
Dbaf-Mutbs' Jourral. 

As a convention, it was not up to 
recent standards of the National As- 
sociation. 

It will go down in history as being 
more conspicuous for what was omit- 
ted than for what was accomplished. 
Papers specially prepared for the 
occasion were shunted aside in order 
to expedite an early get-away. The 
apathy of most of the members was 
almost blatantlj apparent. 

With an occasional exception, 
cussions were dull and common- 
place, and there was none of the 
forensic eloquence that has thrilled 
assemblies at other conventions. 

President Howard, however, ran 
true to form, and on several occa- 

sions cleverly extricated himself and 

the impatient gathering from long 
drawn out talk and embarrassing 
situations. At one point he unwit 
%\y trampled upon the supersen- 
sitive Dr. Cloud, and was obliged to 
twist and stretch, and to tie parlia- 
mentary law into a double knot, to 
escape what "society writers" 
would call a faux p 

The saving grace of the conven- 
tion was President Howard's ad- 
dress, and it might also be well to 
add that Mrs. Terry's paper on 
"Happiness" was the happiest and 
most forceful, by reason of Its con- 
vincing simplicity, that has ever 
been prepared and presented by one 
of the gentler sex — she was so 
sweetly frank and cordially sincere. 
Another "good thing, and one that 
held the interest (and often ex< 
the smiles and merriment) of all, was 
" Ji Meagher's report as 

Chs Impostor Bureau. He 

has made a record for speed, spread, 
and effectiveness, that will not be 
died by any successor, if he ever 
enders his golden star and steps 
aside to rest.

HUREAU 

The Impostor Bureau was found- 
ed by President Olof Hanson in 
191 1, and was worked out and fully 
organized by the great First Chief, 
Jay Cooke Howard. On elevation 
to the Presidency the latter turned 
the department over to the present 
incumbent December 7th, 1915, 
seventeen States having Chiefs at 
the time. 

The Bureau was already well 
organized, and what has occurred 
since is merely carrying out the 
policies of the President. To-day 
there are Chiefs in forty States and 
territories, with eleven still to be 
appointed. The names of good men 
for the vacant places are desired — 
men who will buckle down to real, 
hard, result-getting routines, none 
others acceptable. 

CREDIT 

Credit for the wonderful results of 
the last seven months has wrongful- 
ly been accorded the official head of 
the Bureau instead of the rank ami 
file. Without the admirable esprit 
de corps and the unselfish subjugation 
of self-interest in the common weal, 
all success would have been impos- 
sible. With but few exceptions all 
Chiefs, Marshals and Deputies, have 
served gloriously at considerable 
personal sacrifice, earning a hun- 
dredfold what little meed of praise 
local they achieved. In no case was 
a man reimbursed for his sacrifice — 
aside from certain postages accounts. 

All this is more irrefutable proof 
that the deaf are nowise different 
from the hearing. 



time in the daily press, rehashed to 
fit time and place. The many in- 
dividual letters the deaf have sent 
to their home newspapers, or appear- 
ing in the school press, would fill 
volumes. All these trifles make for 
perfection, and perfection in itself is 
no trifle. 

FUNDS 

Of the $35 appropriated by the 
Executive Committee for the use of 
this Bureau, and the $3.15 from 
other sources, $33 67 was expend- 
ed, leaving a balance of $4.48 to- 
day. Headquarters would respect- 
fully ask a mininum appropriation 
of $50 be voted ; $ 150 could be well 
and wisely used were that much 
available. In the language of John 
Paul Jones, " We have not begun to 
fight, yet." 

SYSTEM 

There is nothing complicated 
about the office fixtures. All letters, 
etc., are filed in a cracker box, each 
State having a scoreboard compart- 
ment. Results achieved, States 
showing weakness, ammunition 
mailed, etc., are all penciled on out- 
line maps and progress read at a 
glance. Clippings from deaf and 
hearing papers are arranged by States 
in a scrapbook. 

PLANS 

Plans are afoot for a nation-wide 
network of willing workers, the 
work so arranged that not too much 
will devolve on any one man, or 
group of men. Life is too short to 
waste in vain vaporings telling what 
the deaf intend to do ; results are 
what count. Only remember, this 
is a fight to the finish, not a flash in 
the pan !

PROMOTION 

Several "finds" have been un- 
covered, it will weaken the Bureau 
greatly, but the good of the Associa- 
tion demands such men be recom- 
mended to the President for promo 
tion to positions of greater resjion- 
sibility.

A new generation of leaders in 
National affairs is developing, and 
the Association is fortunate to have 
at its head a far-sighted business 
man to recognize and encourage 
embyro merit. Gradually increas- 
ing scope and power is assured.

SUGGESTIONS 

To supptess impostors the forma- 
tion of N. A. D. branches, however 
small, is suggested as a good open- 
ing ; the branch meeting to discuss 
ways and means and contributing to 
local impostor expenses. Human 
nature works better with the eyes of 
intimate friends focused on every 
movement, a little praise costs no- 
thing yet is worth much. Subsci 
to the Deaf Mutks' Journal and 
keep posted on developments. In 
most small cities, and in many large 
ones, the police will be glad to give a 
special officers star to the local 
deputy if properly approached, serv- 
ing as special policeman without 
pay. The moral effect of a deaf 
policeman is beyond compare, and is 
always good for publicity. The 
class of nun applying for such a 
badge should be those who will use, 
not abuse, the privilege conferred. 

The secret of success is the use of 
ones wits, pegging away, and 
" Doing It Now !" 

The various State Chiefs have 
small envelopes containing.* twenty- 
five stickers with full working 
directions. Buy one for five cents, 
take it home and stick the red 
stickers up where crowds gather. 
Not being a palpable advertisement 
prople are bound to discuss the 
whys and wherefores, and thereby 
remember. The town will be on 
the qui vive for the next " deaf" 
beggar, and will nab him promptly

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one by any means. It is known that 
several time*, when the Society seemed 
unable to raise the required funds to save 
the Home from a threatened deficit, the 
Board, of its own volition , undertook the 
task of raising funds. This was in each 
case a service rendered to the Society as 
well as to the Home ; for the Board is not 
charged with raising money for the sup- 
port of the Home. It thus merits our 
heartiest appreciation and thanks. 

A glance at the Treasurer's report reveals 
the following interesting rignrea. In 
eleven months the new receipts were 
I2.813.41 , which with the balance from 
the previous year, Jr, 178.42, made 
the total receipts f3.99'-83- Tbe 
disbursemens for all purposes were 
1 2,617.95, leaving a balance on May I, 1915, 
of 1 1,373.88. The Endowment Fund 
amounts to $ 7,150.17, of which only 
1 73.75 waa added during the 11 months. 
The per capita cost of supporting the in- 
mates of the Home, based on ordinary ex- 
penses, wa* 5138.96, a comparatively low 
figure which speaks well for the economi- 
cal management of the Home. 

Fof other facto concerning the Home, 
we refer you to the printed report distri- 
buted at this meeting. 

There is indeed cause for rejoicing at the 
continent bequest of $ 50,000 made to the 
Home by the will of Mr. John F. Atche- 
son, of Pittsburgh, Pa.; but, munificent as 
the gift is, it will not help the Home any 
until some future time. Still we are all 
glad to know that the time will come when 
Home will be ever so much endowed, and 
so we are very thankful for the gift. 

Another thing that we should be thank- 
ful for is that the Home is entirely free of 
debt ; but you must not forget that, in 
order to keep it always free from debt un- 
til the Atcheson legacy becomes available, 
yon must not relax your efforts to provide 
for its maintenance. May God bless you 
abundantly in your noble work of main- 
taining and endowing the Home ! 

LOCAL BBANCHXS 

Our Local Branches deserve hearty com- 
mendation for the good work they have 
done d uri ng the past eleven month s. They 
are not compelled by our laws to pay tn 
bute to the mother Society, nor are each 
of them expected to produce results alike. 
No man can do more than be has ability to 
perform, and neither can Local Branches 
do more than opportunity gives them in 
their different localities. 

<t Society relies entirely upon the loyal- 
ty of the Branches to help the charitable 
work in which it is engaged. The follow- 
ing figures will show the substantial help 
each one has given and for which we are 
very grateful : Philadelphia, $353.62 ; Pitts- 
.:h, (290. 30; Delaware County, J41 .54 ; 
Scranton, $ 26. 15 ; Berks County, $127.58 ; 
Northumberland County, £82.20 ; a total of 
$921.39. Would that we bad a few more 
such loyal, live and result-producing 
branches. 

BIENNIAL MEETINGS. 

At the last convention (Pittsburgh) there 
was considerable discussion about holding 
biennial meetings of the Society instead of 
annual, as at present, and the matter was 
finally referred to the Board of Managers 
consideration awl report to this con- 
vention. We regret to say that the Board 
has not acted upon the matter yet. Our 
Secretary had intended to go over the 
matter with Rowland Evans, Esq., of Phila- 
delphia, but the lawyer re he had 
an opportunity to see him ; hence the in- 
action. 

We think that this matter should not be 
dropped until it has been thoroughly 
weighed. We recait that the sr 
the last convention was largely in favor of 
inial meetings. But there appear dssV 
Hies in the way which may require the 
services of counsel and a move in court. 
The most important question to decide is 
how to elect the managers without chang- 
ing an tie done in the 
Cbh ' (Philadelphia) at a meeting 
called for the purpose ; but as such a meet- 
ing would be largely local in character, 
frequent objection might arise in other 
parts of the State against its dominating 
influence, which would be grievously de- 
trimental to the harmony in the Society 
and retard its progress). You might in- 
struct the Board to continue consideration 
of the subject 

ENDOWMENT INSURANCE. 

The Committee on Endowment Insur- 
ance, reporting through its Chairman, sub- 
mits a number of figures to show the cost 
of endowment in- the life of some 

member of! i ', but 

makes no specific recommendation of any 
kind. The figures will be found in the 
printed report of the Board of Managers. 

This matter was brought up at the last 
convention as being a way to secure ad- 
ditional revenue for the Home. The same 
thing had been suggested to a former con- 
ion, which allowed it to pass wr 
action. We think that the proper time for 
adopting such a means of raising revenue 
was years ago, when the matter was first 
broached, not at this late time. We doubt

twenty year endowment policy now. It is 
a long period ahead. It would be placing 
a heavy burden upon our successors who 
might eventually A safer and 

better way would be for us to apply our 
whole energy to providing the present 
needs of the Home and to increasing the 
Endowment Fumi.

Any support given to 
this State Society by local organizations 
reflects favorably upon the unity of the 
deaf of Pennsylvania in desiring to for- 
ward its charitable objects, and merits our 
best appreciation. 

As President of the Society, we also 
desire to thank every one for the support 
given it at all times, even for the smallest 
service. It is a great pleasure to the Presi- 
dent of any organization to have the unit- 
ed support of its members, and so you can 
imagine that our thanks must be sincere. 

A suggestion. 

Five years hence will come the centen- 
nial anniversary of the founding of the 
Pennsylvania Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb in Philadelphia ( 1820 — 1920.) It is 
not improbable that the Board of of Direc- 
tors of the Institution will hold a com- 
memoration of it. Would it not be pru- 
dent and well to take time by the forelock 
in this instance, and suggest to the honor- 
able Board that it adopt some form of 
celebration that will not only befit the 
occasion and add to the prestige of the 
Institution, but also be the means of 
educating the public of the capabilities of 
the deaf in the industrial world, either by 
the delivery of prepared addresses on the 
subject, or by a little public exhibition of 
samples of the handiwork of both present 
awl former students of the Institution. 
This is a mere suggestion that may be 
improved upon. In making it we have in 
mind the recent activity of our State and 
National lawmakers in framing new laws 
for the regulation, compensation and safety 
of labor, employer's liability laws, em- 
ployee's insurance laws, and so forth. 
Some of the new legislation may prove a 
serious hindrance to the deaf workman in 
competing with his hearing brother. 
While we do not believe that it waa aimed 
at the deaf, it yet hits them hardest. To 
counteract any such unfavorable legisla- 
tion, we may have to rely largely upon a 
campaign of public education on the real 
status of the deaf of these times. And, 
in this way, the Board of Directors of the 
Institution can give very valuable assis- 
tance. 

Perhaps it would be well to adopt a 
resolution asking the Superintendent of 
the Institution, Dr. A. L. E. Cromer, to 
use his influence to bring about a com- 
memoration that will benefit the interests 
of both the Institution and the graduates. 

CONCLUSION 

This convention is to be an unusually 
short one. However, this does not meaa 
that we have exhausted our best efforts 
and work for that which the Societv 
exists. Far from that ; we have as much 
and as important work to do as ever. But, 
since we meet this year in this hi 
place, it seems well that we should give 
our people the fullest opportunity to see 
all that is worth seeing here. Our pro- 
gramme has been arranged with this 
object in view. M4y we ask you then to 
attend the bnsinesa sessions promptly, and 
to give your best attention, thought, and 
help to all the business that will come 
before this convention. 

May this meeting here prove alike pro- 
fitable and enjoyable to us all.
